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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In response to Applicant's argument that the 
Farn does not dicslose that the diffractive micro-structure color wavelength division element enables wavelength divisoin and focus of 
white light on an incident back light source, Examiner submits that the apparatus, including the microlens, is interpreted as making up 
the microstructure. As an example,. Farn et al. states that the refractive lens and the grating may be fabtricated into one device (col. 4, 
lines 21-22). Therefore, the microstructure color wavlength division device includes both the diffraction strcuture and the focusing lens, 
thereby enabling dual functionality. In response to Applicant's argument that the process steps enable the dual functionality of the 
diffractive microstructure, therefore, the process step should be considered in determining patentability, as explained above, it is of the 
Examiner's position that Farn et al. discloses that the diffractive micro-structure does achieve dual functionality. Therefore, since the 
apparatus of Farn et al. and the claimed invention is the same or obvious, the process step does not determine patentabiltiy. .
